Liquor Dealers To 
Be Inspected 


Officials of the Treasury De- 
partment, Alcohol Tax Unit, an- 
nounce an inspection of all retail 
dealers in beer, wine, and liquors, 
in the near future, in the upper 
part of Michigan, by regularly 
appointed inspectors who are also 
commissioned as Deputy Collec- 
tors of Internal Revenue. 

The mission of the inspection 
will be to assure that all retailers 
in alcoholic beverages comply 
with the Federal laws pertaining 
thereto. The purpose of this in- 
spection program and its regula- 
tory measures is to secure uni- 
form observance of all federal 
laws and regulations which have 
been issued for the protection of 
the Government’s revenue, as 
well as for the protection of the 
liquor dealer and the liquor con- 
sumer. 

These Inspectors will make fre- 
quent inspection of all classes of 
places dispensing alcoholic bev- 
erages. Immediate action will be 
taken on all violations discover- 
ed. All wilful violations such as 
possession of untaxpaid or boot- 
leg liquor will be referred to the 
U.S. District Attorney for action,

FRIDAY 


Mrs. Bertha Skingley, one of 
the oldest residents of Beaver 
Creek, passed away at Mercy 
Hospital Aug. 12th, following a 
short illness.
